EUKOPE. 

London", June li. — Shots wore ox- 
ebanged at Scadrifi", but no one was in- 
jured, the constabularj'- firing, over tho 
heads of. tHeir assailants. Thero is no 
doubt, however, that n bitter feeling 
e.xists between tho poliuo iiiul tlie peo- 
ple. Resilient inagisli'iiLt's li;ivo been 
eiuitioned against reuiling the riot net, 
e.xtept on tho gravest occasion and 
ovtMi when the police receis'od the word 
of comniand'tp' fifo; they fire charged to 
firo at least two Dlarik volleys into the 
air before firing into tho mob, and in 
liiiyonot charg(!s they liave to make use 
of the butts of their rifles rather thin 
of their sword bnyonet.s,unles.s of course, 
thi'ir lives are in imminent danger. 
Similar orders have been issued,b^ Sir 
Thomas Steele, commander-in-chief of 
the forces in Ireland, to general officers 
commandinf; various districts. It re- 
quires no large stock of bravery, there- 
fore, for a mob to stone tho niilitiiry 
aiiJ police. Peasants know what the 
ordersidfithe latter>are.aridimake; good 
their retreat before the ominous words 
"w ith ball cartridge prime and load," 
are given. Soldiers are rather poimliir 
than otherwise with the peasantry, but 
the jiolice are detested and .suffer terri- 
bly in almost daily collisions in disturb- 
ed districts, In Waterford, Tipperary 
and Limerick peasants have raised the 
oUl cry of "Carricksliaug." !Many years 
ugo beforo the constabulary force was 
organized and when the police were 
merely "peelers," little better than vil- 
lage constables, niiumber of them es- 
corting a process server, was attacked 
ut tho pass of Oarrickshaug in the Com- 
inragh mountain.s, in County Water- 
ford, and murdered, and the cry means 
war to the knife. The inspector gfn- 
eral of constabulary has reported to 
the chief secretary that .should any large 
body of police bo let loose upon the 
people he will not be responsible for 
tho consequences, as the men arc eager 
to avenge indignities heaped uyion tbem 
and the brutality with wliicli their com- 
rades in the isolated barracks have been 
treated. Fortunately the riots so far 
have been confined to the country dis- 
tricts, but a collision may occur at any 
moment at liinierick, Tralc and other 
towns in tho south. 

About 10 o'clock, at Fortanb(-g, 
within two miles of 'I'ulla, the police r;ot 
ofl" the car to walk up a .steep hill. At 
the turn of the road an armed party 
was lying in wait, and immediately op- 
ened fire on tho police from an adjoin- 
ing wood. No less than 41 shots were 
counted in regular file firing order, the 
bullets whizzing over tho head.s of the 
police, fortunatuly doing no injury. 
The police bri.skly returned the fire, but 
with what effect is not known. About 
a quarter of a mile further on they were 
again fired on "by another ai'med party 
from behind some hedges, and one of 
the horses in tho car on which sat Coun- 
ty Inspector 'Smith, was shot dead. 
The police made a search tlirougl, the 
lield and three men were arrested, but 
they had no arms. The tenant of J?or- 
tanbeg was of the party, ahso lii.s .son 
and a servant. The others arrested 
were brougl^t up at petty .session and 
remanded. Alarming accounts contin- 
ue to come in from other )iarts of the 
country. Yesterday a force of over 
100 soldiers and police had' to protect 
a bailifTwho attempted to servo GO pro- 
cesses for rent on the estate of Captain 
Fox, near Tullamore. A large crowd 
assembled and stones wore thrown at 
the police. In each case doors wcro 
removed from tlie houses and the en- 
trances blocked up with stones; but 
thcBO w6ro removed and the processes 
were posted in conspicuous parts of the 
tenements. One hundred police and 
two troopers of the Thirty-seventh left 
Kilkenny for Clomanten to make sei- 
zures for rent. Cars, even those of 
private gentlemen, were forcibly taken for 
the conveyance of the military. The 
police vfer&.acCoiumodated with ambu- 
lances and wagons, Notwithstanding 
a threatened fine of twenty poun.ls, 
several car owners placed their liorscs 
out of reach, consequently .some of the 
military bad to walk' 15 ' mile&HO' the 
scene of action, 

Tonigbt the flying columm left 
Kings bridge terminus in aspecial train 
at 10 o'clock. The columns consist of 
engineer.s, artillery, infantry and caval- 
ry, in all 300 men. A resident magis- 
trate, well acquainted with the country, 
will accompany the expedition, its des- 
tioatioh Iheing New ■ Pallas. The resid- 
ent magistrate receivccl his instructions 
jiersonally from ^Mr. Forster. The col- 
umn on 'their arrival at New Pidlas 
will ju'oceod to Qiiliilan'.'; C'astln when 
soige will be nisunied and the strong- 
liold stormed if necessary.

Sullivan, lie is not compelled to as- 
sociate willi other prisoners and Ijy 
order from tho home department ho is 
treated v.'ith exceptional crinsideration. 
His working consists in taking care of 
tiie governor's garden — an occupation 
which evidently agrees with him. He 
looks and sunbrowned. Ho is kept, 
however, in complete' ignorance of all 
that is passing in the outer world. The 
news of ^Ir. Bronnun's arre.°t had evid- 
ently not reached him, becausehe request- 
ed !Mr3. Sullivan to convey to Mr. L5ren- 
nan some instructions about his private 
affairs. Under the conditions' on which, 
the visit was allowed it was impossiblo 
for tho visitor to inform him of tho ar- 
rest of his friend, but tho way in which 
the request was received evidently con- 
veyen to I\[r. Davilt a correct idea of 
the situation, for he laughed and .asked 
if Secretary Forster had arrested any of 
tho ladies yet, after expressing his opin- 
ion that the chief secretary was equal 
to that or any other discreditable work. 
I\Ir. Davitt has made uj) his mind to 
remain ill prison for thofouryears neces- 
sary to" complete his oriyinal sentence. 

LoKDON, Juno 5. — Parnell's s])eecli 
■yesterday is generally regarded as a 
challenge which' the government 
cannot aflbrd- toroverlook. Nobody ex- 
pects 'the government to proceed against 
Parnell personally, he taking care to 
avail himself of parliamentary privi- 
lege, but the ministers consider the 
signs .both in Ireland and England of 
an approaching crisis to bo' far' graver 
than -yet Known; Parnell's remarks 
about a general strike against •rent 
which he liypocritically declaretl lie had 
not advised, discloses tho policy exact- 
ly advocated by nyiny , influen- 
tial leaguers. Parnell's friends say that 
he would readily adopt it, but fears to 
provoke a decisive cdiiflict for which 
the homo rulers are not ready. Parnell 
adheres steadily to one idea that the 
present land agitation must be made 
subsidiary to the promotion of the poli- 
tical independence of Ireland. Ife 
neither strongly desires, nor^ deprecates 
what he yesterdiiy. threaierTedpthe^ en- 
tire loss of the landlords' property. The 
real key to Parnell'.s speech was the 
phrase declaring that the Irish are sat- 
urated with disafl'ection, and justly so, 
and threatening an appeal to ijhysiriil 
force. The ministers lind' everyi-6rie 
agree that this languagtf ' seriously eg. 
grnvates the existing troubles, increas- 



ing the probability of a collision on a 
still greater scale, and imperilingtholife 
of every unpopular landloril. It is un- 
derstood that I'arnell hoj)es not to 
bring on a general rising but to incite 
resistance in each case of process serv- 
ing on such a scale as to prevent tho 
eirebtive use of -.the police and military 
excepting in great numbers, so as to 
paralyze evictions. Whatever Parnell's 
particular purpose may be, English 
feeling i.s rapidly rising and demands 
that the government shall show more 
decision and energy than lately. 

London, Juno 5. — A serious riot 
occurred at Cork last evening; Houses 
in two streets were completely wreck- 
ed. James Mannix and son, the latter 
secretary of the iMichelstown branch of 
the land league, have been arrested 
under tho coercion act charged with in- 
citing riot. A large party of military 
went to Michelstowri' tb day to aid in 
evictions.

— The following 
mossago has been telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Garfield by Boyton from Kilmain- 
ham prison: "I hope the American 
government will never submit rae, or 
the honor of the republic I fought to 
maintain, to the degradation of an ap- 
peal to the benevolence of the cowardly 
British government incapable of extend- 
ing to my countrymen the commonest 
justice."

Who will venture to 
place, a limit on the future of electric- 
ity? Its possibilities seem beyond the 
capacity of the human.tqind. to conceive. 
It will ' shortly propel the heaviest as 
well' as the lightest machinery, will 
supplant gns as an illuminator, and 
coal as a heating agent; it will prepare 
and cook the family meal, sweep and 
dust the house, run the sewing machine, 
rock the cradle, spank the baby, milk 
the cow, groom the horse, feed the 
chickens, hatch tho eggs und kick a 
lazy husband out of bed, besides pick- 
ing a quarrel with a neighbor to fill up 
spare time.

Hoxu Koxii, May 9. — The empress 
dowager, of tlie east and nut she of tlic 
west, as previously erroneously notified 
from the palace in Peking, lias died. 
] for death wasuuccpt'cted and occurred 
from dipthi^rin. The second dowager 
empress continues to be seriously Ul. 

The young einiieror, aged only eleven 
years, is reported ill of the measles. 
If the empress should die, tho state 
power will fall into tlie hands of Prince 
(Jhan, the father of the emperor and an 
anti-progressive. Ho is reported to 
favor the cabal progressing against 
Ling Hung Chang, 

Troops are being i-emoved from the 
eastern frontier in large numbers, so 
that the Pussian danger is quite dis- 
sipated. 

The question of tho ])artition of 
Rinkin and Loo Choo, islands between 
China and Japan, is ' ignored by Sung 
Li Yamen, who quietly assumes in 
documents their long asserted rights to 
tho possession. Meanwhile tho Jajian- 
eso virtually retain the group and tho 
matter is likely to be protracted for 
months or year.s by Asiatic diplo- 
macy. 

Railways and other innovations are 
still striven for by .Ling Hung Chang 
and other members of tho progressive 
party. 

The latest news from Peking in re- 
ference to the^^oan-lately talked of, in- 
dicates a ten'deiicjr keep everything 
as much us possible in Chinese hands. 
It is not impo.ssible that n small 
loan will be arranged through foreign 
aid, and that a larger one will subse- 
quently bo attempted by tho Chinese 
agency. 

YoKOHAiiA, May 17, — It is still 
thought the Huaaians intend to mako 
an effort to attain military and naval 
baso in Korea. The Koreans them- 
selves are very an.xious and a strong 
party has been formed ta obstruct all 
foreign intorcourso and even to cease 
all communication with Japan and to 
expel from treaty settlements in Korea 
all settlers'bf the latter country. 

The editors of all the principal Jap- 
anese newspapers have been fined for 
the publication of a documentaddressed 
by two of tho ministers to the govern- 
ment deprecating ofBcial trading and 
too much paternal- interference with 
trade. 

Japanese merchants in Yokohama 
propose to establish a large tea ware- 
house in rivalry of foreign firms, by 
whom so far all preparations is done for 
American market. In fact, in all direc- 
tions great efforts' are being made to 
bring foreign to native bands. The 
first tea crop was lato.thia .year but of 
fair quality. , ' |

Two interesting problems which have 
long perplexed the scientific world ap- 
pear to have been at last definitely 
solved by the eminent geologist. Dr. 
Hahn. These questions are, first, 
whether or not celestial bodies, other 
than the earth, belonging to our solar 
system, are inhabited by animate be- 
ings; and, secondly, whether tho me- 
teoric stones, from time to time cast 
upon the surface of this globe, emanate 
from incandescent comets or from vol- 
canic planets. That they at no time 
formed a part of tho earth has been con- 
clusively uomonstrated. 

Dr. Hahn has recently completed a 
series of investigations upon fome of 
the huge. meteoric stones that fell from 
tho skies in Hungary during the Sum- 
mer of 18G6. The lamince of these 
mysterious bodies, subjected to exami- 
nation under a powerful microscope, 
have been found to contain corralliue 
and spongeous formations, and to re- 
veal unmistakable traces of the lower 
forms of vegetation. All the organ- 
isms, animal and vegetabje, discovered 
by Dr. Hahn in tho delicatu stone shav- 
ings he has .thus dealt with, indicate 
the condition of fcbeir parent world to 
be one of what is technically termed 
"primary formation." But the pres- 
(nco of water in that world is proved 
by the fact that tho tiny petrified crea- 
tures revealed by the magic of tho lens 
one and alj belong to the so-called sub- 
aqueous classes of animals. They could 
not have existed in comets, at least if 
the assumption be correct that these 
are in a state of active combustion.

• In the Shotlands old women still em- 
ploy tho spindle and the whorL exactly 
i3 their ancestors employed jthem;;4,0(jb 
yeajs ago,;the only diW^rMae being that 
raodem wEorla are far leas ornate than 
their antiquated predecessors. Near la- 
vemess a potnto does duty instead of a 
itono or olay whorl. At Barvas, in the 
island of Lewis, tho people manufacture 
hand-made pottery without a wheel as 
rudo as the rudest over discovered among 
tho relics of the stono ago or in use 
among modem savages. Yet the inhab- 
itants of Barvas aio not clothed in skins, 
and eaters of raw flesh ; "in intoUootual 
power and in their mode of living they 
are just what their neighbors ore." 
Manchestor cottons, Btaflbrdahiro crock- 
ery, ohellield cutlery, West Indian sugar 
and Ghiuose tea may bo found in tho 
self-same cottages in which these prim- 
itive jars and bowls are fashioned. Thus 
the very rudest arts may cd-oxiBt in a 
single community side by sido with tho 
most advanced. Similarly, tlio "Nors- 
Mills " of Shetland arc tho simplest and 
most iuoflcctual application of water- 
power known among men ; yet tlioy an- 
swer tho purjjoso of their imikors well 
enough, bccauao water-puwer is abun- 
dant, and thoro is no nei. d to economize 
it by such cunning iuvontions as over- 
shot -wheels. Tho beehive houses of the 
Hebrides form another oxami^^o of a 
surviving archaic tyi)e, equally out of 
keeping at tlrst sight with our existing 
civilization, 

Tho rough bono buttons, tho stone 
beds, the one-stilted plows, the wheel- 
less carts, dragged along upon their tilt- 
ed beams, and the bismar or mde steel- 
yards used in many parts of Scotland, 
give rise to aimilor reneotions. But tho 
sti'angest instance of all is tho nil but 
modern stono iiuploniouts found in Shot- 
land. ThoBo consist of rough flint tlakea 
shaped by chipping, and (piito recently 
used as knives or liuteliets. So far as 
more external appearance goes, they 
might bo implements from the drift, 
were it not for the absence of that pecul- 
iar weathered appearance which is tho 
diHtiuguishing mark of genuine paleo- 
lithic apeoimens. The pre-glacial flints 
ai-e discolored for about a quarter of an 
inch from the surface, and diaplaj-od a 
banded outline wliou fructurod. Tho 
Shetland implemonts, on the contrary, 
aro nppoi'ently all but modern, and aro 
found under circumstances which do not 
seem to imply any remarkable antiquity, 
— Tfie Athenoaum. 



Jacksou and Benton. 
On the breaking out of the War of 
1812 Gten. Jaokson was one of the very 
first to tender his services to the Gov- 
ernment, and collected a force of 2,500 
men which met at Natchez, where it re- 
mained idlo nomo tT, o months, wiicn i! 
was ordered disbanded. Jackson, en- 
raged, declined to disband tho troops 
there, but took them back home, giving 
drafts on the Qoveimment for the ex- 
penses thus incurred. These drafts tho 
Govommcnt refused to pay, which placed 
Jackson in a very unpleasant predica- 
ment. At this juncture CoL Benton 
volunteered to go to Washington in 
JaclcKon's interest,, and, if possible, in- 
duce the Government to pay the drafts, 
and save Jackson's honor and property. 
By his politic and adroit management 
he succeeded. As Col. Benton was 
about retsirning to Hashville he received 
word from his brother,'^ 'Jesse Benton, 
that Qen, Jackson had acted ns second 
in a duel to that brother's antagonist — a 
,»oat ungracious act, as it npxjoarod, at 
a moment when the claims of gratitude 
should have been uppermost in Jack* 
ion's heart. In this duel Jesao Benton 
was woimded. An angry letter was 
written by Thomas H. Benton to Jaok- 
son, and tho latter swore " by the Eter- 
nal " he would horsewhip Tom Bonton. 
On Sept, 4, 1813, tho two Bentons wero 
in the doorway of the City Hotel, at 
NashvLllo, when Jackson and Col. Coffeo 
approached. Jackson brandished his 
whip, Col. Bonton fumbled for his pis- 
tol, Jackson drew his owTi, and at the 
same timo received in his arm and shoul- 
der a slug and a bullet from the piatol 
of Jesse Benton, who stood behind him. 
Jackson was thus dropped by a terrible 
wound. Coffeo then attacked Col. Ben- 
ton, who foil down a flight of stairs. 
This dJ sgracef ul aiTair laid Jackson up for 
several months and drove Bonton to 
Missouri.
